Co-op Officials Report 
Good Year, Refund Planned

This year’s annual meeting of Greenbelt Consumer 
Cooperative covered a wide array of issues including finan¬ 
cial and operational updates, the environment, parking con¬ 
cerns at the supermarket, the Co-op’s role in the senior 
housing initiative and a proposal for a Co-op sponsored 
cafeteria in the new’ community center. Some 60 members 
attended the October 27 meeting at the Munidipal building. 
Two incumbents — Jim Cassels and Mike Burchik — were 
elected to 3-year terms to the Board of Directors. Pat 
Schreiber and Bruce Bowman were elected to one-year 
terms replacing Chuck Sarahan and Dorrie Bates; both 
resigned during the last fiscal year. 


This week the Greenbelt 
News Review will begin its 
fifty-fourth year df continu¬ 
ous publication. 

Originally, a letter-size 
mimeographed publication 
consisting of sixteen pages, 
then titled the Greenbelt Co- 
operator, the paper began 
publication on November 24, 
1937 — six weeks after the 
first families had occupied 
their homes. 

History 

The early Pioneers recognized 
the immediate need for a news 
medium to keep people informed 
of local events and to provide a 
forum for the exchange of views. 
They laid down the principles 
that still guide the actions of 
the present News Review — a 
non-partisan non-profit coopera¬ 
tive endeavor, whose aims are 
to print the news accurately and 
fairiy and to respect the Green¬ 
belt “good neighbor” philosophy 
of life. 

In January 1938 the Federal 
Government (which owned Green, 
belt at that time) made space 
available at the town commercial 
center, free of cost and also 
loaned much-needed furniture, 
typewriters, and office equip¬ 
ment. The paper moved its office 
four times before finally coming 
to rest in the present basement 
office at 15 Parkway. 

With the withdrawal of the 
Federal Government from town, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., through 
its wholly owned subsidiary, 
Greenbelt Development Corpora¬ 
tion, continued the Federal pol¬ 
icy of providing free office space 
with the paper reimbursing the 


Free Delivery 

An important development in 
the history of the newspaper was 
the decision to deliver the Coop¬ 
erator free of charge to every 
home in town, beginning with the 
issue of September 7, 1939. 

The policy of free distribution 
rentfained unchanged except for 
an unsuccessful effort to go to 
a subscription basis in 1953. Suc¬ 
cessive boards of directors have 
considered that the most impor¬ 
tant thing is to get the paper to 
each household in the city. 

As We Are 

Although some readers may 
recall when the News Review 
had only two pages, the stand¬ 
ard size today is 12 and may be 
as large as 28 pages. The decid¬ 
ing factor each week is the num¬ 
ber of inches of advertising 
which determines the number of 
pages that can be paid for. 

At present 10,400 free copies 
of the News Review are dis¬ 
tributed weekly to homes in 
Greenbelt, including Springhil|l 
Lake* Greenbriar, Greenbrook, 
Greenwood Village, Windsor 
Green, and Hunting Ridge, and 
to Greenbelt office buildings and 
shopping centers. 

For those who have wondered 
how the paper gets out each 
week, the staff is largely volun¬ 
teer (or, at least, minimally 
paid) and, in the Greenbelt tra¬ 
dition, organized as a labor co¬ 
operative. The paper is uncon¬ 
nected with the city government, 
the other cooperatives in the 
city, and with Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. The paper gratefully ac¬ 
cepts support from many seg¬ 
ments of the community — from 
the city in the form of city ad¬ 
vertising, from GHI in corporate

when the financial pinch gets too 
tight. However, it is essentially 
self-supporting. 

The paper lives by its ad¬ 
vertising revenues which cover 
all normal operations. Hence, 
the often-repeated admonition to 
its readers to “Patronize our 
Advertisers.” 

SUff 

There have been 39 changes in 
editorship during the paper^s 53 
years. For the last 18 years, the 
position has been held by Mary 
Lou Williamson. There are now 
44 staff members, most of whom 
have joined the paper as their 
contribution to their community's 
activities. 

An innovation begun 11 years 
ago, augmenting the staff 
through an agreement with the 
Departments of English and 
Journalism of the University of 
Maryland to accept placement of 
student interns, is being contin¬ 
ued to the News Review's ad¬ 
vantage. 

Interns have participated in 
the regular work of writing and 
editing copy for this paper. The 
program is sponsored by the Al¬ 
fred M. Skolnik Memorial Fund. 
This fund also provides for a 
yearly $100 Savings Bond to be 
awarded to an outstanding Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School grad¬ 
uate interested in the field of 
writing. 

Greenbelters Wrote In 
Four Names in Election

In the November 6 general 
election, some Greenbelters took 
the time to write in their pref¬ 
erences for various offic¬ 
es. In the State's Senate 
race, for example, where incum¬ 
bent Democrat Leo Green won 
handily, Terezie “Terry” Bohrer 
garnered 31 votes and Donna 
Jo Campbell collected 17. Boh¬ 
rer lost to Green in a close 
primary race. 

Nine Greenbelters also remain¬ 
ed longer in the polling booths 
on election day to cast their 
votes for City Councilwoman An¬ 
toinette ^“Toni” Bram in the 
State Delegate contest. A Demo¬ 
crat, Bram was unsuccessful in 
the primary in capturing one of 
the three delegate seats held by 
incumbent Democrats Mary Con¬ 
roy, Joan Pitkin and Charles 
“Buzz” Ryan. 

Twenty-nine Greenbelt voters 
in Precincts 3 and 6 wrote in 
the name of their preference— 
Betty Timer—for the Board of 
Education seat in District 21 
Greenibelter Suzanne Plogman, 
the incumbent., had no opposition 
in the primary and general elec¬ 
tions. School board elections are 
non-^partisan. 

According to a spokesperson 
for the County Board of Elec¬ 
tions, only Campbell filed a “cer¬ 
tificate of candidacy.” Write-in 
candidates who officially file by 
the night before the election 
have their names posted on elec¬ 
tion day. Their votes are also 
tallied and recorded during the 
official vote count after the polls 
closed. Write-in candidates who 
have not officially filed have 
their votes counted later. 


Finances 

Treasurer J^e Timer reported 
that the Co-op was in excellent 
shape financially. Combined op¬ 
erating income was $87,904, 
down 49% from the previous 
year. Sales during the 1990 
fiscal year ending July 31, 1990 
totalled $7.3 million, 4.5% high¬ 
er than the previous 12 months. 
Supermarket sales increased 
8 . 6 %. 

Because of its profitable year, 
the Co-op earmarked $67,907 as 
a patronage refund for mem¬ 
bers. Chairman Jim Cassells no¬ 
ted, “We hope to distribute the 
cash portion of the refund in 
early December. The patronage 
refund amounts to about 2% of 
memiber purchases during the 
operating year.” Timer men¬ 
tioned that, in its 74 months of 
operations, GCC had declared 
patronage refunds totalling 
$526,480. 

Operations 

Manager Dave Meadows no¬ 
ted that sales at the service sta¬ 
tion decreased 17.5%. With no 
gas sales during the last 3 
months of the fiscal year and a 
$17,000 expense related to tank 
problems, the station lost $10,- 
795 . Meadows added. “The sta¬ 
tion reported record high levels 
of service work during the last 
5 months. With the gas pumps 
now operational, gasoline sales 
are approaching previous lev¬ 
els.” Several menubers compli¬ 
mented the service station staff 
for its reliable, friendly service. 

Manager Bob Davis reported 
that the supermarket exceeded 
all its goals during FY90. “To 
attract and retain qualified staff, 
Co-op improved its salary and 
benefits. This included the addi¬ 
tion of a flexible retirement pro¬ 
gram with contributions tied to 
the co-op's income,” reported 
Davis. The new computer in the 
pharmacy is operational. Plan¬ 
ned improvements for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year include adding a 
bailing machine which will allow 
the Co-op to recycle boxes and 
should reduce trash expenses by 
40 percent. “Our focus remains 
providing value and variety in 
a clean, attractive place to 
shop,” stated Davis. 


Mayor Signs Transfer 

On behalf of the Greenbelt 
City Council, Mayor Gil Wed- 
d'enfeld on November 19 signed 
the three-party agreement re¬ 
lating to the transfer of the 
North End School to the Board 
of Education and the eventual 
transfer to the city of Center 
School upon its vacancy as a 
school.

Several members expressed 
their concerns regarding parking 
problems at the supermarket. 
Members favored more 2-hour 
parking and better parking en¬ 
forcement. Several suggested a 
petition to the City communica¬ 
ting membership's concerns. Jim 
CasseLs stated that the Co-op 
was currently working with the 
City and recommended that any 
membership action be postponed 
until the city's response can be 
evaluated. 

Other Items 

Betty Timer reported that the 
Eduication Committee has been 
working with Bob Davis in ad¬ 
ding products produced from re¬ 
cycled materials. Also, Co-op is 
now selling string bags and can¬ 
vas bags at cost to offer patrons 
an alternative to the plastic bag. 
After the meeting, five members 
joined the Education Committee. 

Jim Cassels reported that the 
senior housing group was fo¬ 
cusing on a site near the new 
community center. Members 
questioned GCC's role in this 
project, stating that the Co-op 
never formally adopted a posi¬ 
tion on this issue. Barry Schle- 
singer recommended that, once 
details for the selected site are 
known, the membership be in¬ 
formed and given the opportun¬ 
ity to determine the Co-op's role. 

Jim Cassels recommended that 
the Co-op consider operating a 
cafeteria for the new commun¬ 
ity center. Various members 
questioned both the financial 
and operational viability of this 
cafeteria. Another issue was 
meeting the special dietary re¬ 
quirements of the seniors who 
would frequent that facility. 
Cassels stated that a committee 
would be meeting with the ar¬ 
chitects for the community cen¬ 
ter to discuss both the housing 
and cafeteria projects. 

Esther Webb, Wayne Williw 
ams, and Frances Haker won 
door prizes, which were $25 mer¬ 
chandise certificates. Other door 
prizes included canvas bags 
(Elizabeth Pels, Paula Windsor 
and Alice Gonthier); string bags

To the Editor: 

Last week’s letter accusing me 
of ‘‘tongue lashing a group of 
Greenbelt citizens who had just 
finished expressing their con¬ 
cerns regarding the design of 
the new school” made me go 
back and look at the tape of 
that July 24 meeting. Forgive 
me if it was felt I attacked all 
opponents of our school plan at 
the meeting. My tongue lashing 
was aimed at those who com¬ 
pared me to ‘Buir Connor, ac¬ 
cused me of a “snow job” and 
of conducting less than an “open 
and above board process” on 
this school design, 

I have never seen such an 
open design process for a new 
school. I was aggravated that 
nearly a year after we had de¬ 
cided to go with a one story de¬ 
sign that advocates of a two- 
story school should suddenly ap¬ 
pear before the city council, re¬ 
garding a school board concern. 

They never had the courtesy 
to come to me. Only a handful 
of neighbors that I identified at 
the meeting had raised concerns 
about the trees, the pond and 
the location of the soccer field. 

After years of more than 20 
meetings on this project, three 
of them with your neighbors on 
the site, I believed it was time 
we build a school. We managed 
to move the soccer field and 
play area to accommodate the 
neighbors, eliminated the base¬ 
ball field, minimized the storm 
water pond’s impact, granted at 
least temporary amnesty to the 
neighbors who moved their back¬ 
yards onto public land, created 
new buffers where none exist and 
saved nearly all the trees on the 
site. 

These meetings were all ini¬ 
tiated by me to be responsive to 
the community, including those 
who opposed the project. I have 
never been as responsive to an 
issue as I have on this one. So,
